The Food and Drug Administration said.it had 
found violations at Ftoritan-Bcnnctt Corp. facili- 
lies'nniionwidc dating back to 1985, but only 
ordered the company to close plants in Boulder.

Those plants moke portable ventilators and a 
device called a blood-gas monitor that ensures 
critically ill patients get enough okygen. But the 
products often were faulty becaus e the p lants did 
not conform' to federal regulations, the FDA 
said. 

“We haye documented.a longstanding pattern 
of manufacturing violations that have not been 


corrected despite repeated warnings,’’ said FDA 
Commissioner David Kessler. 

A typical problem was the failure of on alarm 
to sound when a ventilator stopped working, 
forcing one patient to'be resuscitated, said Joe 
Levitt. FDA’s deputy policy dircctotfor.mcdical. 
devices. Proper quality-control systems would 
have detected the problem before ventilators 
with defective alarms were sold, he said. 

Puritan-Bcnnctt signed, a consent, decree to 
comply with.thc injunction, which also subjects 
its other plants to dosing if further violations are 
found. 

This was the FDA’s first corporate-wide 
function against a medicalldeytce manufactur:

But the deaths of at least seven 


children in the past decade, and 
resjiiting charges against their 
parents, have brought that practice 
under scrutiny. ' 

Christian Science .advocates who 
pushed for such exemptions were 
aided' by a vaguely worded 1974 
federal child abuse statute that 'many 
states thought required such clauses. 

Those on the frontlines of child
